Would it not be remarkable if the St.it* 
of Virginia, supposed by some to he almost 
euuallv diwded in sentiment Iwtween the adher- 
ents of the old I'nion and of the ne» Confederacy, 
abuald refrain to follow the example of the hesi- 
tating Canton* in S« i I zerland? We earnestly 
hope that sbe will at least so fsr follow that ex- 
ample as to cast her great weight in favor of 
some pacilio solution of our pending difficulties, 
and this we think i» within her power, and that 
of her sister slsvebolding States of the Border, if 
only tbev sill jointly and severally exert the 
same zeal in repression of the warlike spirit man- 
ifested by the Confederate State* whk'h they 
have exhibited in deprecating any military dem- 
onstrations by the Federal Government.

"During the memorable secession, in I'M 7. of 
Sevan Cantons from the Swiss Confedersev. it i* 
s noticeable fact that even af er a Xationa'l Con- 
vention of the remaining loyal Cantons had de- 
cided to raise s levy of 70,000 troop* to quell I hi* 
insurrection, under whose banner alreadv stood a 
force of XO.OUO troops, several Canton* refused

The (ieneral Convention, 
which wa* convened immediately upon the cessa- 
tion of hostilities, completely remodelled the Fed- 
eral Constitution, and not lor g thereafter, by gen- 
eral consent, the expenses of the war we«sequallv 
apportioned among all the Cantons. This latier 
act of generosity, together with the new Con*ti 
tution, hs*>infu*ed a fraternal feeling among the 
Swiss fsr surpas-ing tbst which formerly existed.

Tun Fskcct or War I'cox A Nations 
Wealth. - The Scientitic American says the 
firing of a in, h shell gun, like those u*<d on 
most of our naval steamers, cost* $'J 31 st es< h 
discharge. Now, the burning of *!' worth of ceal 
in one of our cotton, or carpet, or steam engine 
manufactories, generally result* in the production 
of from *10 to t'iQ worth of value in some other 
kind of property; but tbe burning of powder in 
warfare does not produce any other property; its 
or.lv products are noice, and smoke, and death 
which are not saleable in any market. Of all 
in. ile« of consuming wealth unproduclively, tbe 
most rapid are conrl tgrations and w sr. 

It is frequently the case that tbe productive 
power of a people is so gteat that the aggregate 
of individual savings more than counterbalance* 
the public waste of wealth in war, and thus the 
national wealth may increase even during the 
continuance of expensive wars. Macaulay says 
that this ha* been the case with F.ngland in alio 
h T war*: and wa* most conspicuous in the most 
expensive one that sbe ever engage I In, the long 
contest against the opinions of the French Revo- 
lution, which continued, with two brief inter- 
vals, from IT'.tt to lMo. In this gigantic strug- 
gle, F^ngland not only supported her own armies, 
but she slso contributed vast sums to her allies — 
the other governments of F.urope — to enable 
them to keep up tbe fight. It is true that a 
Urge portion of this money was raised by borrow- 
ing, the national debt having lieen increased 
during the period about two thousand millions of 
dollars. But a government cannot tiorrow unless 
somebody has it to lead, and this whole immense 
sum was saved by tbe English people right in 
the midst of ths war, and loaned to the govern- 
ment. 

If we put aside the vail which the interposition 
of money throws over ths transaction, we shall 
find t hat what really tot k placa was this. I: does 
not require the whole of the labor in any com- 
munity to produce the food and clothing needed: 
and w hen a suiiicient number of laborers sre em- 
ployed in the production of these first necessaries, 
the remaining lalmr of tbe community is directed 
to making such artic les ai are most desired. In 
time* of peace this surplus lalwr is principally de- 
voted to making machinery, constructing steam 
engines, building ra'lrosds, and, in short, in in- 
creasing the various kinds of active capital which 
facilitate industrial operation* and thu* augment 
the annual production of wealth. But in war, 
this labor is diverted to the production of food, 
clothing, powder, muskets, cannon, 4c, to be 
worn out and destroyed by the armies, and thus 
the accumulation of wealth is stopped, or at least, 
checked.

If there is the same safety' in a multitude of 
council* a* there U said to be 'in a multitude of 
counsellor*. Kentucky ought to be free from all 
danger, for her present l^tgi-lature has now had 
four extension* of its regular biennUl session. It 
has been called together at this extraordinary 
session by proclamation of Gov. Magoffin, be- 
cause ' recent events are of so startling a charac- 
ter as to render it imperatively necessary,'' and 
because, as he save, "it is now apparent that the 
most energetic measure* are being retried to by 
the Government at Washington to prosecute a 
war upon an extended scale w ith the seceded 
States.'' He say* too that the tread of armies is 
the response which i* being made to the measures 
of pacification w hich are lieing discusseJ Issfbre 
our people, w hilst up to this moment we are com- 
paratively in a defenceless attitude. The Gov- 
ernor desires that Kentucky, without deUv, 
-hull place herself in a complete position for de- 
fence, and that the legislature should take such 
additional action as may be necessary for the 
general welfsre. His F.xcellency will find that 
th« legislature is fully prepared to second him 
in all proper efforts to place the State in a dafen

weapons rf sggression and revolution against the 
Federal tiovernment. Tbey will, of cour»e, 
guard Kentucky against such pernicious influ- 
ence*, and put arms into the baa d* of patriots 
who recognize the allegiance which they owo to 
their whole country as well as the devotion which 
is due to their State. The Legi-Uture will coun- 
tenance no seizure of federal property and still 
less will it arm Kentucky with any unders'and- 
ing or reservation that its destiny is to be linked 
wiih that of the Cotton States under the present 
aspect af affairs. 

The Governor in his proclamati .n assume* that 
the Federal (iovernment intends an aggressive 
war upon the seceded States, ami this reminds us 
that a high functionary of those seceded States 
has offeied an insult to Kentucky through her 
Executive, by inviting him to raise regiments to 
assist in the capture of the Federal Government, 
the u-urpation of ths Federal FCxecutive chair, 
and the forced altdication of the legally elected 
President of the I nited States. I hope the Leg- 
idature will take some sction in relation to this 
important request, and rebuke in befitting terms 
the indignity attem pted upon the honor of the 
State. Normu-t we lose sight of another im- 
portant fact, which ia that the "iread of armies'' 
in response to the efforts of pacification attempted 
by Kentucky, was first commenced by the Cot- 
ton States, and that their tread was not ins 
spirit of loyalty, but kept step to tho music ol 
disunion. As there will lej matters for grave 
deliberation before the Legislature, it is better by- 
far to have all these things plainly understand at 
the outt-et. I cannot permit the Governor to con- 
ceal historical facts and recorded truths, even 
though he covers them with flowers of rhetoric 
and garlands them with mell fltous phrases. We 
must look at facts and look them sternly in the 
face; for we cannot evade them, and every dic- 
tate of manhoc I anddu'y calls upon us to meet 
the issues presented without quibbling or trying 
to ley the blame of inaugurating the present un- 
happy condition of affairs upon the wrong per- 
sons. We have the actions of the Confederate 
States spread before us, snd we have to guard 
our selves from being swept into their current, 
while we have abo to watch with caution and 
criticise with candor the operations of the Federal 
Government. 

There is of course .much talk, and excited talk, 
too, in our State Capital. The project of a secret 
session will, I think, lie nirp«d in the bud, for 
who ever projected it did not understand the tem- 
per of Kentucky. Why the doors of such a star 
chamber, sitting on tbe destinies of our people 
and putting our State on trial for its life, would 
be forced open by indignant thousands. No, no, 
if we are to have treason hatched here let the 
eggs be exposed to view, and the process of incu- 
tion watched. 

The delegates from the Western part of the 
State are very much agitated about Cairo, and 
seem almost bereft of reason. Were they not 
Kentuckisn*, I should «ay they had taken counsel 
from i heir fears, hu' 1 know them to be brave and 
loyal, and when they have convinced themselves 
of the correct pith of duty, they will pursue it 
unflinchingly. I he pi before the adjournment 
that they will be assured that the path of peace 
and neutrality is the proper one for Kentucky, 
and that all their present apprehensions 
will be removed. In times of excitement, 
extreme men broach very extreme measure*, 
and of course the present waves of agitation are 
tossing some madcaps to the surface. Thu* 1 
hear that tbe leader* in the Western section of 
the Stats beyond the Tennessee river interd to 
demand two or three millions for tho defence of 
the State; if tint is not granted, they will ask 
that tbeir |>aopl« be authorized to tax themselves 
for that purpose, and failing In that, they 
have resolved to secede from the rest 
of the State and annex tbemselve* 
to Tennessee. When thit movement is 
attempted, it will begin to be time to inquire 
whether ths open navigation of tho Mississippi 
along our western Umndary. Ls not of paramount 
importance to the wh. U of Kentucky, and wheth- 
er ths Commonwealth will relinquish her pres- 
ent right* to that navigation. T'acngb I heard 
these measure* gravely discussed in tbe cars this 
morning as I wa* coming from Louisville. I can- 
not bring myself to believe that thay are serious

B.th Houses assembled at noon to-day. 
the lower chamlier, Speaker Merriwether called 
the memlier* to order, and stated that he resum- 
ed the chair with a distinct understanding that 
if it was the wish of tbe nou«e to elect another 
presiding officer, he would tender his resignation. 
A very impressive prsysr was made by the Kev. 
Mr. McD. Abbott. There was no quorum pres- 
ent and the House adjourned until to-morrow st 
10 o'clock. Only forty-six members were pres- 
ent. In ths Senate twenty five Senators sn- 
swered to tbeir names. Nothing was done ex- 
cept to adopt the old rules, and 1 was pleased to 
hear Senator Cisnell offer a resolution, w hich lie* 
over, providing that no business shall l>e taken 
up that does not come within the purview of the 
Governor's proclamation convening ths legis- 
lature. 

Messrs. Wolfe and Tevis had an interview with 
the Governor this morning, and presented peti- 
tion* from several thousand of cur citizens, re- 
questing him to issue his proclamation forbidding 
tbe passage of any troops over the soil of Ken- 
tucky, for the purpose it with the intention of 
making a demonstration on Cairo. Hi* Excel- 
lency in receiving them remaik tcl that he would 
give them his respectful attention, but that he 
hoped matters had all been arranged, and that 
there would l»a no difficulty in that quarter. 
This will be gratifying news, but still I think tbe 
Governor ought by all means to issue tbs proc U- 
mation, as it will in fact attest tbe determined 
neutrality of our State. And besides this, all 
may Is* arranged most satisfactorily as regard* 
our own citizens, but the irrepte sible the sateis 
M Tennes et. under the guidance of reckless men 
liks Gov. Harris and Gen. Pillow may have 
the audacity to invade our State, in 
order to force us into a conflict. If the 
F.xeoutive ia in earnest in hi* desire to preserve 
the peace, and if be is still animated by tbe san s 
feelings which induced him to open hi* rscmt 
c irrespondenca with Governors IVnnison and 
Morton, this proclamation is a most valuable 
means of carrying out his wishes. As "a medi- 
ator let ween the ■ mending parties," Kentucky 
cannot permit one of them to cross ber Uirdars to 
menace or atUck tbe other.

We do not charge, wc do not believe, that 
the editor of the Courier made an intentional- 
ly false statement in regard to this matter, but 
his statement is entirely without foundation. 
It is untrue, and it i, calculated to do mischief. 
It is i»tei,ilr,l to dj mischief — intended to cre- 
ate, what its author is laboring daily to create, 
a feeling of hostility between Indiana and 
Kentucky. He seizes with avidity upon every 
loose and floating rumor for the accomplish- 
ment of his purpose and publishes it without 
putting himself to the trouble of enquiring 
whether there is a particle of truth in it or not.

Neither do we intend to counsel precipitate 
action in opposition to or in contradistinction 
from large talking.

He 
hastily said this morning, in presence of thtsi 
gentlemen, "March them around Baltimore, and 
not through it." 

I sincerely hope th* General on fuller reflection 
will consider this practical and proper, and th;

Judgo Campbell was assigned to the 
F'.fih Circuit, consisting of Alabama and Lou- 
isiana, and held in circuit for the district of 
Kentucky in the absence of the Judge of thaV* 
circuit by chapter W of the statutes of 1SP.I. 
The Fifth circuit was created in lf;lT by the 
appointment of the Hon. John McKinley, 
whom Judge Campbell succeeded in laW. The 
National Intelligencer, in announcing his res- 
ignation, says the Supreme Court loses in him 
a learned jurist and a faithful Judge, who, 
during the entire period of his official service, 
has illustrated the qualities which most adorn

North. After this rontlict, our "starving ba- 
bies," if anv of (hem should outlive the murder- 
ous struggle, might become old men and wo- 
men long before even "the green grass" would 
appear "in onr streets," though when the grass 
began to appear it would doubtless shoot up in 
prodigal luxuriance, for nothing enriches the 
soil like tides and freshets of blood. Nodoubt 
tifiy or sixty years of lire and slaughter raging 
wi(hout interruption along this, now peaceful 
llortltr would insure some time in the -'i>th cen- 
tury a grass crop of fearful significance, but 
happily few would l>e the Kentuckians alive to 
ga/.j with a shudder upon the dark waving 
monument of their loved and butchered 
Commonwealth.

A commiitcc of the body I 
a ipeared b-firc the nmb and gave an as- 
surance, a full and satisfactory assurance, thet 
t'le ordinance of secession should be forth- 
coming, and (hen, and not till then, did the 
howling rLtli ins raise their siege. 

The memliers of the convention, instead cf 
appealing afterwards for protection to the Stale 
authorities, which, they probably well knew, 
could not or would not protcit them, though; 
proper to fulfill the accursed promise extorted 
from them hy adopting, in secrecy and daik- 
noss, the secession ordinance. Ttua*, ay thi.; 
was Virginia taken out of Ihe Caion, if she- 
has been taken out at all, and, although h^r 
ordinance of secession has not, as its very 
terms mpairc, been submitted to the voto of 
her people, she is waging war ngainst the 
L' iiit.-.i States in every lorna and manner in 
which she is able to wage it. The rights of 
her jieople, of her whole people, have been 
grossly and shockingly outraged. She has 
been made the miserable victim of moS tyran- 
ny and dc*]>otism. Tens af thousands of her 
people are submitting to what they abhor, be- 
cause they dare not oppose it. Hal this spirit 
of submission docs not prevail throughout the. 
entire State. Tho people of Western Virginia 
are rebelling against rebellion; they are in- 
surgents against insurrection; they are resolved 
not to lie coerced into obedience to an ordinance 
enacted through mob-coeroion. They are de- 
termined lhat Western Virginia at least shall 
remain in the Cnion, and they arc prepared, 
cither wi(h or without tho co-operation of the 
Uni(cd Stales government, to meet and 
stand any attempt that shall be made to intim- 
idate them and enforce their submission to 
despotic ami anarchical rule. Who shall say 
that they are not righl? 

Tne letter that wo publish (o-day from Ma- 
son county in Western Virginia is character- 
ized by a vehemence of lar xpr 
doubt of the strong deep ftcling lhat prevails 
there. When thecon>titntcd authorities of any 
State trample the laws under foot, they can 
have no guaranty that ihey will not be treated 
as they treat the laws.

A large and enthusiastic meeting of the citi- 
zens of Meade county, Kr., and Crawford and 
Harrison counties, lod., was hell at tha court - 
bouse in Brandenburg, on Thurwlav, th* 3d day 
of Mav. 18fil. and on motion of Dr. K. O. Brown", 
Hon Win. Alexander, of Kv . and Z. Leaven- 
worth, of lad., were appointed Preeidants, and 
the following gentlemen elected as Vic* Presi- 
dents, viz: Jo*. W. Thornton and .Ino. W. Lapp, 
of Ind., and A. .1. Alexander and Jease S. Tavlor, 
of Ky., and i, M. Lemonds, of Ind., and Thos. 
B. Fairleigh. of Kv., were elected as Secretaries. 

Judge Alexander then explained theofjactof 
the meeting.

Stt.: On the '.nth ult.. in company w ith Senator 
Johnson, i f Slci'raiketi county, I T.iil .l on tb* 
commar.ding officer of th* militarv fore* now sta- 
tioned at Cairo, llliniis. The object . f our vi-it 
waa to ascertain, in anoffici.l form, tbeitithnr- 
itv under whir h that force acted, ai d tbe object 
of tsccupv ing that station in referencj to the cit- 
izens nr tn the State of Kentut kv. 

I informed tbecommsndtrg officer that > nr pur- 
pns* was to maintui i with our neigh's.rs reldtions 
of th* mtet cordial friendship, to atsstain, ivir- 
s. Ives, from anv art- which might have evsti the 
eppearance of an aggression upon tbeir rights, and 
claim in return an equsl respect from them; 
and that I desired to obtain from nim «uch assur- 
ance* as would tend tn quiet the ixcit.nient oc- 
ca-i ined in Kentucky by the seizure ar.d detenli, n 
at Cairo of private pr perty by an armed force 
under his command. I had previously, on lie 
19th of April, instruct*! tho commander of t he 
active militia in that tectior of Kentuckv "to 
spsre no exertions to prevent all lawless act!, n cr 
action calculited to precipitate difficultie. 

In replv to my inquiries, the commanding < fli- 
cer at Cairo stated that be was then acting and 
had lieen acting under the orders of the Governor 
of Illinois, but expected very sism to Is* acting 
under the authority of the I'nited State ; that 
be had made n i seizures of boats or properly ex- 
cept under special instructions; thst . ;:;- ■ am- 
muniiion lelonuing to tbe State of Ksn'ueky, in 
pissing from a I nited States arsenal would rot 
be seired under the instruotiens under which be 
then acted. 

I asked if arms or ammunition, the property of 
citizens of Kentucky, aid procured for thiir own 
use. would, under bis instructions, he reized or 
detained at Cairo. He replied thai they would 
not, but q islilied his reply by stating," that il 
would depend upon the point to which they might 
he destined; if for instance they were B**ti*aj ht 
Columbus, in Kentucky, he would not per a il 
such prt perty to pass his post. Me further quali- 
fied his answer by rem itting that be wishes! to 
le fully underMiid, and that ''it would not he 
safe' for any large quantities of arms or ammu- 
nition, however destined, to attempt to pass his 
post. I asked him. in reply, if I understotsl him 
to imply that the (iovernor af Illinois c'aiiin d the 
right to decide what ciiiz*nsof Kentnckv should, 
and what citizens should not Iw entitbd to re- 
ceive property which they bad providtal for tbeir 
own ust ? 

He replied that no such claim was asserted, 
but that he would se'ze such arms on the princi- 
ple of -elf defence, claiming the right to detain 
arms which he had reason to think would be used 
against him-elf. I a-k'd if there was any reason 
to believe that any hostile purpose was designed 
by the citizens of Columbus or its vicinity? He 
replied that be was sati-tied such purpose was de- 
signed, both hy the citizens of Columbus and per- 
sons from other Stales co-i Derating with them; 
that his peat bad lieen threatened from that quar- 
ter, and that the citi/-n« of that pi ce had gun* 
so fsr as to threaten to prevent the trips t f tho 
steamer which connected that p int with Cairo. 
I asked if he had notified the authorities 
of Kentucky of the hostile purpose of its 
citizens, ara.f the dseigns of the MBJ of other 
Stale* to use her terii"arvfnr aggressive pur- 
poses? He replied that he had nol. I suggested 
that such a course would lie adi i-able before 
adopting toe/arc"* the citizens of Kentucky the 
policy which he indicated; that the policy i f 
Kentuckv was not to interim ddle with the strait* 
of any of her neighlstrs; and that she ftlt compe- 
tent to prevent aggres-ion* on ber Heights. rs 
thmugh ber territory, if she were notified that 
such aggression was designed: and thit she did 
not recognize the right of other parties to pass 
thmuch ber territories for the purpose nf redress- 
ing their grievances against each nther. He re- 
plied that the question nf such a rijht would in- 
volve tbe discu.sion of many points; — to which I 
replied that tbe question as between Kentuckv 
•nd Illinois did not ■limit of argument: lhat the 
citizens of Kentuckv recognized no authority in 
lb* Governor of Illinois to invade the jari diction 
of Kentucky or to interfere w ith the rights of her 
citizef.s. 

I further assured the officer in command that I 
would visit Columbus, in order to ascertain the 
correctness of bis information. My letter in Col. 
Prentiss, herewith enclosed, will show that he 
labored under an entire misapprehension of the 
farts. 

In conclusion. I asked Col. Prentiss if his in- 
structions contemplated the occupincy bv his 
fcrves of anv purl nf the soil of Kentucky; to 
which be replied, unhesitatingly, that they did 

nut.

i loviou- as tins seems to a trained soldier, there 
is nothing which a militia colonel is so apt to 
neidrc'. 

1 ho in \t thing is the <} i.irtermaster's Depart- 
ment. lio.psmu<t not only hefw'; they must 
lea sheltered. Y et a man, who would never think 
of taking a single family into anv h i- i!it v wi'h - 
out arranging for a mf over thair heads, will 
marcn a regiment i ato a position, without an in- 
quiry aa to whether he can shelter their heads 
trom the rain or cold. 

Another point in which our volunteer colonels 
greatlv fail in discipline. Nothing stnazea a 
trained officer more t Inn the 1. . k of some of our 
v lunteer camps. The men are allowed to he 
dirty, leciuse there i< no proper inspect! n. There 
is r.i) cordon of sentinels completely encircling tbe 
camp, as there ought to In: for a sentinel at a 
single p it/ is mere trilling. People are allowed 
in far ton great numliers tn cmwd into the en- 
campment, and in some t f them we heir that 
women of all sorts traverse tbe tents early ami 
late. Soldieis, too, with scarce a restriction, are 
allowed to leave the encampment, and get into 
all kinds uf mi chief. 

The sts.ner this matter is lnekod to the letter. 
If not afoaded to at once, the result will be tilth, 
diseir-e, deinorali/.iti'.n, and all manner of con- 
fusion. The very essence ami id<a cf an army is 
m mmar.d and subordination, and th* snoner 
everything is put on the right fenting, the less 
th re will bs tn regret and H unlearn. We are 
engaged in no child's play. This war mav Iw the 
work, not only of months, but of years. Our 
soldiers will nliey. if their col mcls are only firm 
and consilient. 'Without discipline an army is a 
pandemonium.

invention, by Draper Store, i f that city, which 
It rays is likely to prove a monster engine 
of destruction. Mr. Sum* is a skillful and scien- 
tific artisan and inventor. He invented the 
splendid sleeping-cars on Ihe I-» Crosse Boad, 
and also got up a hydraulic invention of some 
note. Ho proposes to lay a plan of his machine 
bsfbre tbe Chamber of Commerce of Milwaukie, 
and solicit aid in perfecting cue on a large scale, 
which is thu» described: 

It consists of a boiler and engine, wilh a re- 
volving cvlindar nr barrel, whneo length is tn 
van,- according to the siz - of th* ball which it is 
desired to shoot. Thii c> linder has half a d. xon 
bores, the same as a revel v er^from which balls 
are constantly forced out, as fast as the cylinder 
c in be mole M revolve. The cylinder is fed with 
•tails from a hopper, and the lulls cm Iw fired, if 
111* cylinder can lie made to revolve fast enough, 
several hundred a miuu'c — two hundred or three 
hundred a minute without difficulty. • 

This cylinder is c.mnected hv" a crank, by 
means of" which it can Iw pointed in anv ilirec- 
lion, the same as tha hose of a tire engine at a 
fire II is pr posed to imtke the I niler so that 
the steuu wiil benf a pressure of 1.000 pounds 
to the inch. For throwing a mu-kst ball the 
cylinder w ajU be about ten feet in leng'h; hut 
til* machine c in le made tn throw a cannon ball 
the same as any other, it c m h i mads tn throw 
a cannon ball of live pounds' w-ight a disunc* nf 
fiy* mile* I wi tiM throw a mu-ket trail two 
miles, and kill a man.
